In  1943,  Mrs.  Dyke  was  appointed  Trustee  of  Kimball  Public  Lib- 
rary to  fill  an  unexpired  term.  She  also  served  several  years  as 
Town  Auditor.  This  year,  Mrs.  Dyke  is  retiring  as  Library  Trustee,  a 
position  she  has  held  since  1960.  During  these  years  she  has  been  a 
devoted  and  untiring  worker  for  the  library  cause. 

In  addition  to  serving  the  people  through  the  library,  she 
found  time  to  give  of  herself  to  her  church.  For  many  years  she  held 
various  offices  of  the  Ladies  Society  and  as  a  Trustee  of  the  church. 
Presently,  she  is  secretary  of  the  XYZ  Club,  a  member  of  the  Atkinson 
Historical  Society,  Retired  Teachers  Association  and  Friends  of  the 
Lib  rary .

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT  1975 

This  has  been  an  important  year  in  the  development  of  At- 
kinson.  In  a  year  when  the  entire  country  was  still  in  the 
throes  of  a  serious  recession,  we  have  continued  to  grow.  Our 
total  building  permits  issued  were  only  three  under  our  re- 
cord of  124  set  in  1973.   New  housing  starts  were  only  three 
under  our  record  of  70  set  in  the  year  1972,  and  our  total 
Builders'  Estimated  Cost  actually  set  a  new  record  of  $2,266,000 
We  have  experience  a  full  year  of  use  of  the  Town's  first 
Municipal  Building,  the  Kimball  Public  Library.   We  institu- 
ted a  new  Transfer  Station  to  dispose  of  the  town's  rubbish. 
We,  unfortunately,  set  new  records  in  house  fires  and  police 
calls.   We  have  commenced  work  on  a  tax  map  for  the  entire 
Town  which  should  be  completed  this  year.   These  developments 
have  not  been  accomplished  without  a  significant  increase  in 
cost.   Budget  estimates  for  1976  are  up  over  $50,000. 

We  have  several  areas  of  concern  for  the  immediate  future 
which  we  would  like  to  share  with  you.   They  are  as  follows: 

Administration  costs  will  continue  to  rise;  we  have  bud- 
geted for  five  half-days  of  coverage  that  the  Selectmen's 
Office  will  be  open.   Our  goal  is  for  full  five  day  cover- 
age.  With  the  completion  of  the  Tax  Map,  and  the  ever  in- 
creasing duties  of  our  office,  we  are  in  all  probability 
headed  for  a  full-time  Administrative  Assistant  sometime  in 
the  future. 

While  we  are  very  appreciative  of  the  interest  and  coop- 
eration of  our  Town  Departments  and  Boards,  we  must  emphasize 
that  Atkinson  is  still  a  Volunteer  Town .   It  can  only  con- 
tinue to  exist  in  this  manner  through  increased  participa- 
tion by  the  citizenry  at  large.   Through  this  increased  par- 
ticipation, we  might  just  be  able  to  postpone  that  first  full- 
time  policeman,  highway  man,  etc.   You  the  people  must  make 
this  decision. 

The  Town  Dump  problem  appears  to  have  been  solved.'   But 
it  hasn't  really;  a  solution  has  been  found  but  it  is  a  very 
expensive  solution.   We  are  approaching  the  second  year  of 
our  contract  at  some  $39,000  per  year.   We  have  an  option 
to  continue  our  present  operation  for  an  additional  three 
years  at  a  reduced  cost,  but  it's  still  the  largest  single 
cost  in  our  budget.   There  may  be  a  more  economical  way  to 
handle  it,  and  we  need  all  the  nelp  we  can  get  to  investi- 
gate alternatives. 
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We  must  investigate  and  come  up  with  solutions  to  such 
things  as  Disposal  of  Septage,  Permanent  Long  Term  ambu- 
lance service  for  the  Town,  Growth  Control  through  Zoning 
Ordinance  Amendments,  how  to  keep  all  our  Departmental 
costs  to  a  minimum. 

Let  us  all  get  involved  in  OUR  town  and  let's  have  the 
best  Bicentennial  Celebration  we  can  possibly  have.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Though  the  number  of  calls  received  requiring  one  or  more  trucks 
to  respond  for  1975  decreased  over  1974,  our  house  fires  increased

It  should  be  noted  that  one  of  the  most  valuable  services  is  not 
included  in  this  figure   -  "Red  Network  and  Radio  Operators". 

Of  the  ten  house  fires  this  year,  six  of  them  started  in  the 
kitchen.   Five  of  these  fires  were  started  as  a  direct  result  of 
frying  in  oil  or  fats  so  please,  use  great  care  in  the  kitchen. 

This  year  again  we  had  five  chimney  fires.   With  fireplaces  and 
wood  burning  stoves  being  used  more  than  ever  -  please  use  great 
caution  -  and  may  I  suggest  that  you  or  a  qualified  "Chimney  Sweep" 
clean  and  inspect  your  flue  pipes? 

The  Department  started  the  "Tot  Finder"  Program  this  year.   The 
program,  consisting  of  a  sticker  to  be  placed  on  windows  where 
children  sleep,  thus,  in  turn,  giving  the  firemen  a  location  should 
rescue  be  required.   If  you  need  Tot  Finder  stickers,  please  con- 
tact any  of  the  firemen  or  stop  by  the  firehouse  any  Sunday  morning 
between  8  and  10  a.m. 

If  there  should  be  anyone  ill  at  your  residence  who  depends  upon 

electrically  operated  medical  equipment,  the  department  should  be 

notified  so  that  emergency  action  can  be  taken  should  there  be  a 
power  failure. 

Our  biggest  need  is  to  strengthen  the  day  time  department.   Any 
men  available  during  the  day  interested  in  joining  would  be  wel- 
come . 

I  wish  to  thank  the  men  and  women  of  the  department  and  the 
townspeople  for  their  continued  support  of  their  volunteer  fire 
d  epar  tment . 

In  closing,  the  men  and  women  of  the  department  have  put  in 
many  hours  of  dedicated  service,  and  I  would  like  to  say  that  I 
am  proud  to  be  Chief  of  this  Department.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


The  following  is  my  third  annual  report  to  the  residents  of 
the  Town  of  Atkinson. 

This  is  my  ninth  full  year  as  a  member  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment of  which  two  were  as  Deputy  and  the  last  three  as  Chief. 
Since  1967  as  a  part-time  officer,  I  have  been  available  every 
hour  not  needed  for  my  regular  job.   Every  hour,  my  home  has 
been  available  to  all  residents  by  Police  telephone  and  since 
1969  all  officers  have  been  covered  by  radio. 

1975  shows  the  continued  growth  in  our  community.   New  homes, 

new  streets  and  increased  population.   Our  total  valuation  of 

property  is  over  thirty  million  dollars.   This  means  to  us  more 

accidents,  an  increase  in  our  house  breaks  and  a  necessity  for 
more  police  protection  for  all. 

The  drastic  change  in  the  economy  has  produced  a  thirty  per 
cent  increase  in  the  crime  rate  throughout  the  state,  also  show- 
ing its  effects  in  our  town  and  the  surrounding  communities.   Of 
Atkinson's  increased  problems,  we  have  successfully  solved  ninety 
five  percent  of  them. 

My  thanks  to  all  residents  who,  through  their  continued  co- 
operation in  letting  us  know  when  they  are  leaving  for  vacations 
and  when  they  see  vehicles  or  persons  that  appear  suspicious  in 
their  area.   This  helps  us  in  providing  better  protection  for 
all.   Our  main  purpose  is  to  protect  and  to  be  of  help  to  you 
whenever  we  can,  whatever  the  time  of  day  or  night. 

We  had  seventy  five  accidents,  seventeen  were  minor,  reported 
by  phone  and  recorded.   Officers  responded  to  fifty-three  of 
these  accidents,  many  requiring  further  assistance  and  investi- 
gation.  Two  resulted  in  the  deaths  of  two  seventeen  year  old 
youths . 

Officers  responded  to  thirty-five  fire  calls.   Sixteen  house 
breaks  were  investigated,  thirteen  outside  thefts  of  gasoline 
from  vehicles  and  three  stolen  vehicles.   Attempts  were  made  to 
steal  seven  other  vehicles.   Total  breaks,  including  attempts, 
was  sixty-seven.   Complaints  requiring  one  or  more  officers  im- 
mediately totalled  seven  hundred  and  eighteen. 

Twenty  nine  criminal  arrests  were  made,  five  for  arson.   Ele- 
ven criminal  complaints  and  warrants  were  made  out  for  private 
individuals . 

One  hundred  and  thirty-two  Motor  Vehicle  violations  were 
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recorded,  including  court  summons,  warnings  and  defective  equip- 
ment tags  . 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  competent 
and  loyal  assistant  clerk  dispatchers  in  the  office  and  to  all 
my  officers  who  willingly  and  conscientiously  give  their  time 
and  efforts  to  making  this  an  efficient  department.   Unfortunately 
I  do  not  have  the  additional  time  that  is  needed  to  provide  them 
with  the  increased  training  in  law  enforcement  and  exposure  to 
the  changing  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.   I  also  regret 
not  having  investigative  time  to  be  where  I  should  be  when  and 
where  our  problems  Indicate.

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  1975 

1975  proved  to  be  a  trying  year  for  the  Highway  Department.  It 
started  with  freezing  rain  storms  causing  road  damage  and  flood- 
ing in  January  and  February.   The  high  winds  of  late  winter  took 
down  trees  and  power  lines  in  various  parts  of  town.   Spring 
brought  a  massive  patching  job  to  be  done  to  the  roads. 

Tree  projects  for  the  year  included  some  18  dead  trees  removed 
with  more  to  come.   Hottopping  projects  in  town  included  the 
full  length  of  Sleepy  Hollow  Road,  a  section  of  Sunset  Drive  and 
a  section  of  Pheasant  Lane. 

The  installation  of  the  island  at  Stage  Road  and  Main  Street 
proved  as  improvement  to  the  traffic  pattern. 

1975  ended  with  gusto.   We  had  multiple  snow  storms  keeping  the 
Highway  Department  constantly  on  the  go.

ROAD  AGENT 
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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


Upon  the  recommendation  of  town  selectmen  and  city  councils, 
the  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  appoints  a  forest  fire  warden 
and  several  deputy  forest  fire  wardens  in  each  town  and  city  every 
three  years.   The  town  or  city  warden  is  responsible  for  maintain- 
ing a  force  of  men  and  adequate  equipment  to  suppress  any  wildfire 
that  occurs  in  his  town  or  city  during  his  term  of  appointment. 
The  fire  warden  must  authorize  all  open  burning  when  the  ground  is 
not  covered  with  snow.   No  open  fires  can  be  authorized  between 
9  a.m.  and  5  p.m.,  unless  it  is  raining,  without  the  additional 
permission  of  the  state  district  fire  chief. 

Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  an  open  fire  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow  must  first  obtain  the  written  permission  of  the 
forest  fire  warden.   Camp  and  cooking  fires  also  require  the  war- 
den's permission. 

The  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  through  its  Forest  Fire  Ser- 
vice, assists  all  cities  and  towns  in  meeting  these  requirements 
by  training  the  warden  and  deputy  forces  in  wildfire  suppression 
tactics,  making  hand  tool  suppression  equipment  available  at  fifty 
percent  of  cost,  supplying  pieces  of  Federal  excess  property  for 
use  as  fire  attack  vehicles  and  sharing  up  to  fifty  percent  of  the 
cost  of  wildfire  suppression  costs. 

Wildfire  prevention  is  also  a  joint  state,  city  or  town  program. 
Smokey  Bear  is  available  from  the  Forest  Fire  Service  for  local 
fire  prevention  programs.   Posters  and  Junior  Ranger  kits  are 
available  for  distribution  by  local  fire  departments  upon  request 
to  the  Forest  Fire  Service.   Each  forest  fire  warden  is  expected 
to  carry  on  a  continuous  wildfire  prevention  program  within  his 
town  or  city.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Planning  Board  meets  regularly  on  the  second  and  fourth 
Thursdays  of  every  month.   Our  second  Thursday  meeting  is  a 
"work"  night  and  the  fourth  Thursday  is  our  night  to  receive 
the  public  for  preliminary  plans,  final  plans,  public  hearings, 
information  sessions,  etc. 

Anyone  planning  to  subdivide  your  land,  please  allow  plen- 
ty of  time  for  final  approval.   With  percolation  tests,  public 
hearings  on  the  land,  road  bonding  (when  necessary)  preliminary 
and  final  approval  on  plans,  it  takes  quite  a  long  time  to  com- 
plete a  subdivision. 

We  have  received  a  lot  of  help  from  the  Southern  Rockingham 
Regional  Planning  District  Commission  this  year.   We've  had 
meetings  with  Jon  Gilmore,  the  director,  along  with  Mr.  Birtles, 
the  soil  scientist,  in  reference  to  setting  up  a  land  use  plan 
and  also  to  get  an  idea  of  how  the  program  works.   We've  also 
met  with  Mr.  Whaler  a  couple  of  times  in  reference  to  septic 
systems  and  water  problem  areas,  bad  wells,  etc.   One  or  both 
of  our  Commissioners  attend  our  meetings  and  this  is  very  help- 
ful to  us  keeping  up  with  new  developments  as  they  happen. 

We're  presently  studying  a  cluster  zone  plan  to  see  if  it 
would  be  beneficial  to  our  town.   You  will  hear  more  of  this 
after  we've  gathered  more  information  and  can  set  up  some  re- 
commendations . 

We  have  no  major  amendments  to  our  zoning  code  this  year. 
We  are  updating  the  present  book  and  making  changes  to  help 
clarify  some  of  the  wording. 

We  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  the  Building  Inspector, 
Town  Engineer,  and  all  the  Boards  of  the  town.   I  think  our 
get-togethers  once  in  a  while  are  great  for  everyone  concerned.

1975  was  a  very  interesting  and  rewarding  year.   In  this 
the  first  year  of  operation  in  the  new  library,  circulation 
has  increased  by  4,136  volumes  over  last  year.   Mrs.  Reynolds, 
librarian,  reports  that  many  new  families  are  making  use  of 
the  library.   Mrs.  Reynolds  has  done  an  excellent  job  keeping 
readers  supplied  with  the  latest  in  new  reading  and  updating 
the  reference  material. 

We  would  like  to  thank  those  of  you  who  have  helped  sup- 
plement the  library  budget  by  donating  new  books  and  maga- 
zine subscriptions. 

A  copying  machine  is  available  to  the  public  for  a  small 
f  ee  . 

The  state  bookmobile  visits  the  library  every  ten  weeks. 
Groups  of  children  from  various  kindergartens  and  schools 
in  the  area  have  visited  the  library.   In  April  of  1975  we 
were  hosts  to  the  Southeast  District  Advisory  Council  annual 
meeting.   The  75  members  attended  were  all  very  impressed 
with  our  new  library.   Many  students  are  making  use  of  the 
enlarged  library  to  do  their  studying. 

Mrs.  Barbara  Richard,  local  artist,  has  had  her  paintings 
on  display  in  the  library  for  the  month  of  January.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ATKINSON  RECREATION  COMMISSION 


The  goals  of  the  Recreation  Commission  are  twofold:  to  pro- 
vide recreational  activities  that  encourage  the  broadest  possi- 
ble participation,  and  to  develop  and  maintain  town  recreation 
areas.   Only  the  townspeople  can  determine  whether  the  commis- 
sion has  achieved  these  goals.   We,  the  members,  admit  to  dis- 
appointment on  both  counts. 

We  are  pleased  that  each  year  the  acitivities  we  offer  in- 
crease as  well  as  the  number  of  youngsters  participating.   In 
1975  we  had  record  numbers  of  youngsters  coming  out  for  baseball 
and  football,  and  the  basketball,  Softball,  tennis,  and  crafts 
programs  were  also  popular.   The  two  programs  we  ran  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Greater  Haverhill  YWCA,  primarily  for  pre-schoolers, 
were  well  attended  and  filled  a  gap  we  had  long  recognized.   But 
the  only  activity  we  had  in  which  adults  could  participate  was 
the  archery  program,  held  for  the  first  time  this  past  July. 
With  over  twenty  participants,  youths  and  adults,  we  felt  it  was 
very  successful  for  its  first  appearance. 

But  we  would  like  to  see  more  programs  for  adults,  for  teen- 
agers, and  for  our  elderly  residents.   Unfortunately,  we  lack  the 
active  support  of  the  townspeople  in  getting  these  programs  or- 
ganized and  coached.   We  are  only  five  people,  each  with  just  so 
many  people  we  know  who  can  coach  or  supervise.   There  must  be 
dozens  of  people  in  Atkinson,  unknown  to  us  on  the  Commission, 
who  have  an  interest  in  recreation  and  a  talent  much  needed  if 
our  goal  of  widespread  participation  in  a  broad  range  of  acti- 
vities is  to  be  met.   But  how  are  we  to  find  these  people?   They 
mus  t  f  ind  us . 
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lovely  picnic  spot,  complete  with  two  picnic  tables),  the  ball- 
field,  parking  area,  and  construction  of  the  half-mile  access 
road  that  is  also  used  to  get  to  the  present  refuse  transfer  sta- 
tion, cost  the  town  less  than  $3,700.   Federal  funds,  some  of 
which  we  are  still  awaiting  but  have  no  doubt  will  come  through 
soon,  add  almost  another  $3,500  to  the  total  amount  spent  on 
this  project.   Years  ago,  when  the  original  proposals  for  Pope 
Road  were  made,  the  Commission  made  the  mistake  of  trying  to 
bring  in  the  lowest  cost  possibly  by  relying  on  volunteer  labor 
to  a  large  degree.   Now  we  know  how  hard  it  is  to  get  people  to- 
gether, at  the  right  time  and  place  with  all  the  necessary  ma- 
terials (preferably  donated)  to  build  a  ballfield,  and  never 
again  will  we  work  in  this  manner.   Finally,  we  present  you  with 
the  Pope  Road  Recreation  Area.   Its  use  is  up  to  you. 

To  those  people  who  contributed  so  much  during  the  year  to 
the  town's  recreation  program,  we  extend  a  public  thank  you:   to 
the  coaches,  instructors,  field  day  supervisors,  picnic  table 
builder,  participating  youngsters,  and  interested  parents  -- 
our  sincere  appreciation.

RECREATION  COMMISSION 
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REPORT  OF  ATKINSON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

This,  our  first  full  year,  has  been  a  very  busy  time  for  the 
Conservation  Commission.   We  have  been  working  hard  to  preserve 
natural  areas  for  your  appreciation  and  enjoyment. 

I.  To  introduce  the  Commission  to  the  town,  a  spring  Arbor  Day 
project  was  sponsored.  We  distributed  1,375  trees  to  town  resi- 
dents.  We  plan  a  similar  tree-planting  project  again  this  spring. 

II.  After  securing  the  opinion  of  the  Soil  Conservation  Service, 
the  Commission  began  a  lake  restoration  project.   The  old  lake, 
near  the  center  of  town,  was  drained  after  the  beaver  dam  fell 
into  disrepair.   We  began  by  securing  written  approval  of  all 
abutters  to  the  lake  area.   Then  Jim  Hayden  of  SCS  and  his  crew  of 
soil  scientists,  engineers  and  geologists  begans  on-site  work 
which  included  soil  surveys,  initial  dam  positioning,  preliminary 
dam  design,  more  drilling  of  test  bores,  and  re-positioning  the 
dam  site.   The  work  still  goes  on  since  every  detail  must  be 
checked  and  re-checked.   The  Commission  owes  its  thanks  to  Sur- 
veyor Ed  Herbert,  who  has  donated  his  services  in  coordinating 
the  spillway  elevation  of  the  dam  with  OS  bench  marks  so  as  to 
define  the  water  limits.   His  crew,  like  Jim  Hayden's,  have  spent 
many  hours  in  the  cold  snow.   Danny  Stewart  has  also  donated  his 
time  and  back-hoe  for  on-site  soil  testing.   Steve  Lewis,  for 
Lewis  Builders,  has  generously  donated  an  accessway  to  the  dam 
area.   The  368th  Army  Reserve  Construction  Engineer  Battalion  has 
been  contacted  for  the  dam  construction  work  scheduled  for  late 
fall,  1976.   Jim  Hayden  estimates  that  the  lake  will  need  at 
least  two  years  before  it  will  be  ready  for  stocking. 

III.  With  the  discovery  of  an  old  rock  shelter  on  a  5.9  acre 
parcel  near  some  Conservation  land,  the  Commission  immediately 
began  working  towards  acquisition  of  the  Noyes  property.   Grant 
applications  for  financial  aid  were  made  to  several  New  Hampshire 
foundations.  Persistance  and  personal  visits  to  foundation  offi- 
cers paid  off  with  a  $500  pledge  from  the  New  Hampshire  Charitable 
Fund  if  the  Commission  came  up  with  the  remaining  $1,500  of  the 
Town ' s  share . 

The  Atkinson  Historical  Society  agreed  to  co-sponsor  the  Rock 
Shelter  Project,  also  generously  giving  the  first  donations. 
Brochures  and  personal  appeals  were  supported  by  constant  news- 
paper coverage  (thank  you,  Jane  Cole  and  Lois  Marchand).   Thanks 
to  the  generosity  of  you,  our  fellow  Atkinsonians ,  the  fund  drive 
was  a  success  and  a  little  piece  of  "old  Atkinson"  will  be  pre- 
served for  the  future. 

Because  of  frustrating  delays  for  the  required  BOR  federal 
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appraisal  and  federal  processing  of  our  matching  funds,  we  missed 
the  fall  planting  season  and  were  unable  to  start  wildflower  pro- 
pagation on  the  Noyes  land.   That  will  have  to  wait  for  next  fall. 

IV.  The  Commission  has  received  its  first  land  donation! 
Philo  Hutcheson  and  Crown  Hill  Trust  have  generously  donated  land 
abutting  the  Noyes  parcel.   Surveying  costs  were  graciously  co- 
vered by  Tom  Merrick.   Atty.  John  Tateosian  has  also  been  in- 
valuable to  the  Commission  in  donating  his  time  concerning  legal 
mat  ter s  . 

V.  Atkinson  is  a  small  town  with  a  large  legacy  of  trees, 
clean  water,  birds  and  open-space,  with  room  to  breathe  and  enjoy. 
To  encourage  landowners  to  leave  their  land  in  its  natural  state 
rather  than  develop  it,  the  Commission  publicized  and  made  avail- 
able information  on  tax  benefits  from  Current  Use  Assessment.   It 
was  a  pleasure  to  see  the  number  of  landowners  electing  Current 
Use  and  leaving  their  land  natural. 

Also,  towards  this  end  of  maintaining  green  open-space,  letters 
requesting  land  donations  and  outlining  tax  benefits  for  land  do- 
nations to  Conservation  Commissions  were  sent  to  the  110  land- 
owners in  Atkinson  who  owned  over  10  acres. 

VI.  Chet  and  Carol  represented  the  Commission  at  the  N.H.  Asso- 
ciation of  Conservation  Commissions'  annual  workshop  to  learn  town 
forest  management  and  how  to  draw  up  conservation  deeds  and  trusts 
Chet,  as  commission  forester  (and  also,  our  very  hard-working  un- 
official surveyor)  has  taken  charge  of  initiating  correct  forest 
management  practices  and  techniques  on  all  town  Conservation  land. 

VII.  During  1975,  the  Commission  received  a  total  of  four  En- 
vironmental Pollution  Complaints  from  environmentally  concerned 
people.   In  two  cases,  the  Commission  secured  State  Cease  and  De- 
sist Orders  against  the  violators.   The  last  two  complaints,  in- 
volving stream  pollution,  have  been  referred  to  the  Health  Officer 
and  the  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission  for  dye 
tests.   Unfortunately,  the  snow  and  freezing  temperatures  have 
made  stream  tests  impossible  until  we  get  a  thaw.

VIII.  The  Commission  is  anticipating  additional  federal  funds  in 
1976  for  the  enlarging  and  tying  together  of  existing  Conservation 
areas.   We  need  environmentally  concerned  people  who  have  the  time 
and  energy  to  work  with  us.   The  Commission  has  several  on-going 
projects  for  1976  and  asks  your  cooperation  and  support  so  that 
we  may  better  serve  you.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ATKINSON  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 

Over  two  years  ago,  the  Historical  Society  first  gave 
consideration  to  the  printing  of  the  history  of  Atkinson 
as  a  bicentennial  project.   Many  other  towns  were  planning 
to  up-date  or  revise  earlier  histories;  Atkinson  had  no 
history  to  revise,  in  spite  of  its  209  year  ps-st. 

Thanks  to  the  support  of  voters  at  the  1975  Town  Meeting, 
funds  were  appropriated  to  allow  publication  of  the  history. 
A  book  committee  devoted  the  next  several  months  to  organ- 
izing material  already  in  possession  of  the  Society,  and 
researching  new  information. 

"Atkinson  -  Then  And  Now"  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
printer,  with  a  promised  publication  date  of  June  30,  1976. 
Pre-publication  sales  have  been  most  rewarding,  with  re- 
ceipts exceeding  $2,000.   Verbal  comitments  indicate  that 
the  limited  edition  will  be  a  sellout. 

The  Society  would  like  to  express  its  appreciation  to 
the  town  for  allowing  us  to  prepare  this  book.   We  feel  it 
has  been  a  most  worthwhile  and  rewarding  project,  and  we 
hope  you  will,  too.

ATKINSON  BICENTENNIAL  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Atkinson  Bicentennial  Committee  was  formed  in  June 
1975.   Col.  Lewis  R.  Adams,  U.  S.  Army,  Retired,  was  named 
chairman  of  the  committee  on  June  12,  1975.   The  Sum  of 
$2,000  was  raised  at  the  1975  Town  Meeting  to  provide  for 
expenses  which  might  be  incurred,  with  other  monies  expected 
to  be  raised  by  bicentennial  activities. 

As  committee  planning  got  under  way,  several  other  ac- 
tivities in  town  joined  the  committee  as  members  in  order 
to  take  responsibility  for  upcoming  events.  A  bicentennial 
theme  contest  was  held,  as  well  as  a  Flea  Market.  A  cook- 
book was  developed  and  published.  Plans  were  developed  to 
construct  a  playground  for  children,  and  Atkinson  received 
federal  matching  funds  of  $950  to  f  iiiance  the  activity. 
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Plans  were  made  to  hold  a  ceremony  to  celebrate  the  de- 
signation of  Atkinson  as  a  Bicentennial  Community  on  Feb- 
ruary 15.   Site  of  the  celebration  was  Atkinson  Academy, 
the  town's  oldest  public  building 


The  Atkinson  Garden  Club  will  sponsor  a  Flower  Show  and 
other  organizations  will  sponsor  an  Arts  and  Crafts  exhibit, 
a  tableaux  and  a  children's  parade.   The  June  "Strawberry 
Festival",  sponsored  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  will 
have  a  bicentennial  theme.   On  July  4,  the  Historical  Society 
will  decorate  the  graves  of  some  of  the  104  Atkinson  men  who 
took  part  in  the  Revolutionary  War.

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REPORT  OF 
SOUTHERN  ROCKINGHAM  REGIONAL  PLANNING  DISTRICT  COMMISSION 


The  Commission  meets  monthly  on  the  third  Wednesday  in  one  of 
the  member  towns  on  a  rotational  basis.   Atkinson  commission  re- 
presentation is  usually  in  attendance  at  Planning  Board  meetings. 

Of  primary  interest  is  the  drafting  of  a  master  plan  for  Atkin- 
son.  We  are  fortunate  in  that  a  portion  of  the  technical  material 
required  is  being  developed  by  the  commission  staff  under  a  feder- 
al water  quality  management  planning  program  grant.   Preliminary 
presentations  of  our  initial  recommendations  for  establishing  a 
planning  program  have  been  made  to  the  Planning  Board. 

In  1975  the  commission  has  provided  planning  assistance  to  the 
Selectmen,  Planning  Board,  Conservation  Commission  and  Health 
Officer.   The  following  is  a  listing  of  several  programs  performed 
for  Atkinson: 

1.  Soil  scientist  investigations  of  one-site  soil  conditions 
for  the  Conservation  Commission  in  connection  with  the 
Rock-Shelter  project  and  for  the  Planning  Board  in  connec- 
tion with  proposed  cluster  zoning  development. 

2.  Preliminary  work  on  a  ground-water  feasibility  study  which 
will  be  presented  to  the  Planning  Board  in  February,  1976. 

3.  Environmental  Engineer  investigation  of  community  waste- 
water disposal  system  for  proposed  cluster  zoning. 

4.  Completion  of  slope-mapping  for  land  capability  analysis. 

5.  Assistance  in  drafting  an  ordinance  for  regulation  of  sani- 
tary systems  around  lakes  and  ponds. 

Under  regional  and  federal  planning  programs  the  commission  has 
done  planning  work  on  problems  of  interest  to  Atkinson,  such  as 
land  use,  solid  waste  management,  septic  disposal,  emergency  medi- 
cal service,  transportation  and  water  supply. 

The  commission  staff  now  consists  of  thirteen  professional  and 
clerical  employees  who,  with  your  representatives,  actively  seek 
community  and  individual  participation  and  interest  in  the  pro- 
grams .

1.  Our  population  is  approximately  3,083;  total  area  is  11.2  square 
miles  . 

2.  We  are  a  Town  Government,  headed  by  three  Selectmen  who  meet 
each  Monday  evening  at  7  p.m.  in  the  Town  Hall. 

3.  We  have  a  Volunteer  Fire  Department  consisting  of  regular  and 
day  call  members.   We  have  a  call  Police  Department  and  both 
departments  are  available  24  hours  a  day. 

4.  Shopping  centers  are  less  than  1/2  mile  away.   There  is  no  public 
transportation  in  Atkinson  except  for  the  elderly. 

5.  We  are  part  of  the  Timberlane  Regional  School  District  which  is 
comprised  of  the  towns  of  Plaistow,  Atkinson,  Danville  and  San- 
down.  The  Rockwell  School  and  Atkinson  Academy  house  students 
in  grades  1  through  5;  students  in  grades  6,  7  and  8  attend  the 
Timberlane  Regional  Junior  High  School,  and  grades  9  through  12 
are  housed  in  Timberlane  Regional  Senior  High  School  -  both  of 
those  schools  are  located  in  Plaistow. 

6.  Our  tax  rate  this  year  is  $3.45  per  hundred.  The  town  was  re- 
values in  1972-73  by  the  New  Hampshire  Board  of  Revenue  Adminis- 
tration. We  are  presently  valued  at   87  percent. 

7.  There  is  no  town  water  or  sewerage  but  some  developers  have  their 
own  water  systems.   Our  town  is  presently  zoned  residential  and 
requires  one  acre  lots.  We  are  not  zoned  for  apartments  or 
trailers . 

8.  The  Congregational  Church  is  located  in  the  center  of  town  and 
Holy  Angels  Catholic  Church  is  located  on  Route  121  just  over  the 
Plaistow  line.  Other  denominational  churches  may  be  found  not 
over  a  mile  away  in  other  communities. 

9.  Atkinson  has  the  following  organizations  which  meet  regularly; 
Garden  Club;  Grade  132;  Friends  of  the  Kimball  Library;  Men's 
Club;  Day  Home  Extension  Group  and  the  Evening  Home  Extension 
Group;  Women's  Civic  Club.   There  is  also  the  XYZ  Club  for  the 
elderly  and  all  phases  of  Scouting.   Also  Minor  League  and  Little 
League  baseball  teams,  girl's  softball,  basketball  and  Junior 
Football  League  teams. 

10.  Town  Boards  meet  as  follows:  Selectmen  -  Every  Monday  at  7  p.m.; 
Conservation  Commission  -  second  Tuesday;  Recreation  Commission  - 
second  Wednesday;  Budget  Committee  -  third  Wednesday;  Planning 
Board  -  second  and  fourth  Thursdays.   All  boards  and  committees 
meet  in  the  Town  Hall. 
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
